Bodybuilders 
warned 
about highly 
dangerous 
product 

The Royal Borough of Greenwich is advising 
the public and body builders in particular 
about a dangerous substance being sold as 
a 'fat-burner' product. 

The substance, called DNP (2, 
4-Dinitrophenol), is thought to have 
contributed to the deaths of two people in 
other parts of the UK. 

DNP is an industrial chemical which has 
been sold in tablet or powder form - and 
can appear in a capsule. It should not be 
taken by humans and anyone who believes 
they may have taken DNP should seek 
medical advice immediately. 

A lot of the products containing DNP are 
sold from outside the EU so people may 
have purchased them online. 

The 'fat-burner' capsules containing DNP 
appear to be marketed as a way of losing 
excess fat and may be taken by people 
who want to lose weight. Depending on 
the amount consumed, signs of acute 
poisoning could include nausea, vomiting, 
restlessness, flushed skin, sweating, 
dizziness, headaches, rapid respiration and 
an irregular heart-beat. 

Anyone who has concerns about the 
safety of fat burner products they have 
purchased or seen on sale is asked to 
contact the royal borough's Environmental
